As per claim 1 1 , the closest prior art by Mukouchi et al. (6,1 04,403) does not 
explicitly teach "verifying that said identified coupling is consistent with a prior coupling 
between said two CAD objects before performing said displaying said two CAD objects". 

Independent claims 21 and 26 are allowable for the similar reason as above.
